Problem Of Jobs For All 


OTTAWA, (CPA).-——Jobs for 
all is one of the great issues at 
stake in the coming election, and 
only -the C.C.F. is seriously pre- 
pared. to tackle the problem,. Pro- 
fessor Frank R. Scott, C.C:F. na- 
tional chairman, told a coast-to- 
coast CBC audience. He spoke 
during a quarter-hour period 
which was shared -by M. J. ‘Cold- 
well,:C.C.F. national leader. 


Workers Laid Off 


“On all sides we see signs that 
private enterprise is beginning to 
decline in. Canada,” 
Scott said. ‘Workers. are being 
laid off, and jobs are harder to 
get.” He pointed to cutbacks as 
large as 25% in the metal indus- 
try in the United States, while in 
Canada there were 246,655 un- 
employed on ,April 38rd, an in- 
crease of nearly 50,000. over -the 
same date last year. 

“I do not say we are facing 
another 1929, but I do say we 
are facing a reeession that may 
have grave consequences. And 
we know one thing for certaia: 
private enterprise is quite. in- 
capable of. preventing it. Only 
government action, only. some 
form of economic planning, can 
save us from the dangers ahead.

E RECENT report of the} 1948 notwithstanding the fact that| the more expensive “one. 
net profit in 1947 was 15.5% of. 
the capital employed. and that in

Royal Commission on Prices 


stated that “Corporate

But they did 
not deny that there has been 
scandalous profiteering as a re- 
sult of decontrol. 


Butter Profits: 12c Per Lb. 


Of the rise in the price of butter 
early in 1948 the Commission 
stated that “most of the excep- 
tional profits made as a_ result 
of this rise in butter prices went 
to firms which had substantial 
stocks of butter in storage. 

Most of the firms storing. butter 
during the winter of 1947-48 . 

made unprecedented profits on 
their storage operations, approxi- 
mately 12c per |Ib., compared to 


lb, which one of the larger firms 
had made in its butter operations 
during the preceding 9 years.” 
Regarding meat, the Commis- 
sion found that “the three 
largest packing firms indicated 
that they made a not profit of 
' $4,300,000, following the re- 

moval of price controls . . 

October, 1947, compared to less 

than one million in the corres- 

ponding period the previous 
year,” 

In November 1947 the Cana- 
dian government placed an em- 
bargo on a wide variety of fruits 
and ‘vegetables from the United 
States.

“Canada Packers .. . frequent- 
ly quotes an estimate of average 
‘net profits’ for this period, of 
one-seventh of a cent per Ib. ‘Net 
Profit’ in this case is gross profit 
less income taxes and also less 
amounts set aside as ‘inventory re- 
serves.’ These latter are simply 
reserves. In a year of large profits. 
an arbitrary amount is set aside 
‘against a rainy day.’ In the fiscal 
year 1947-48 Canada Packers set 
aside, aS inventory reserves, the 
$626,000 which it netted on stor- 
age butter. Similar reserves; vary- 
ing from $380,000 to $1,310,900 
were set aside during each of the 
six years from 1940: to 1945, The

Canada Packers made a net profit 
of $6,444,000 on a capital invest- 
ment of $27,490,392.

A reliable American isunineks 
magazine “Report on -U.S:”’ in its 
May 13 issue carries a two-page 
report from London, England, on 
the British Socialist way of solv- 
ing housing problems. I doubt if 
you will find this report copied by 
any other paper or magazine out- 
side of possibly the Labor press. I 
think the readers of this column 
should know what a Socialist. gov- 
ernment underplanned economy, 
and: by means of subsidies,. is 
actually doing for those in low 
income. brackets in the British 
Isles. 


At present such houses’ as ac 
scribed above are being built by 
the Socialist government at the 
rate of 250,000 units per year. 
These -homes are amortised Bn a 


- 60-year period and are being rent- 


ed ‘for $2 per week to people whose 
incomes are below ability to rent 
. high}priced ‘housing accommoda- 
tion. Priorities are given according 
“to size of family, ill health. and 


. urgency for better accommodation. 


These houses are subsidised from 
the public treasury by the national 
government to the tune of $66 per 
.vear and by the local government 
at the rate of $22 per year. 

The subsidy funds come from 
taxing those in high income 
brackets. A few weeks ago I re- 
ported Dorothy Thompson's 
squawk about taxing Mr. Chur- 
chill’s million dollar income leav- 
ing him only 2,000 bucks per 
month to live on. Well, ite helps to 
‘house a lot of poor families in 
decent shelter. Cf course, all the 
big income people squawk like the 
dickens. The rich are like that the 
world’ over. They don’t believe 
they ‘are their neighbor's keeper. 


* But the Socialists believe that it’s 


a good Christian principle. 
Is.it any wonder that Conserva-

OTTAWA, (CPA).—Ways of 
increasing Canada’s trade. with 
Britain were “urged in the Com- 
mons by M. J. Coldwell, C.C.F. 
national ledder almost at the same 
time that a brief from the Cana- 
dian Federation of Agriculture 
pressed the government for special 
measures to bring more British 
goods to Canada in order to avert 
a decline in trade.

This, in spite of Liberal’ mis- 
statements, ‘vas actually all that 
the C.C.F. had advocated.

OTTAWA, (CPA).—“The chil-

SET A NEW RECORD 

LONDON, England.—An _ out- 
standing feature of United King- 
dom coal production in March was 
the rise in output (at face) to just 
above the 1938 level of three tons 
per manshift. The total weekly 
production, which reached a peak 
in the last week of the month with 
4,377,000 tons, averaged 4,330,- 
000. Production for the first 
quarter of 1949 was 55.4 million 
tons (compared with 52.4 millions 
in the corresponding period of last 
year). This is equivalent to an 
annual rate of 221.6 million tons, 
which is well above the Economic 
Survey estimate for 1949 (between 
215 and 220 millions).
